Dr, Faust, head of the depart- 
ment of tropical medicine at Tu- 
lane University, Friday addressed 
_members of the new Sigma Xi 
chapter installed at Emory. The 
Organization is a national honor 
society for the promotion of re- 
search jn science. 

“The lowly parasite has heen 
'more successful in the develop. 
‘ment of its powers of invasion and 
destruction than has man in the 
‘development of a defense mech- 
anism against it,” Dr. Faust stated. 
He pointed out that although some 
micro-organisms can be sheltered 
and fed in the. host's” digestive 
tract without noticeable harm, 
‘other diseases of parasite origin, 
such as malaria and spotted fever 
are serious and frequently fatal 

Cheeta S causing malaria are 
exclusiv ely parasitic,’ Dr. Faust 
said, pointing out that when the 
active spore of the parasite is in 
troduced into man by a mosquito, 
the parasites disappear almost in 
stantaneously. They do not appear 
in red blood corpuscles for sev- 
eral davs, during which time no 
antimalarial drug will destroy the 
parasites nor any infection be 
transmitted through blood trans 
fusions from the patient, he added

WHITE VELVET OKRA 


The White Velvet is the most

It is a fairly = short, 
smooth, white okra. Perkins a 
bigger, longer, rough variety that 
is green in color. It is not unusual 
for this variety to grow six feet 
high and the pods are often as 
long as nine and 10 inches. 

There is a new variety that is 
becoming very popular in the 
home vegetable garden although it 
is not being grown commercially 
to any considerable extent. This 
new variety is a Dwarf okra, the 
stalks seldom growing more than 
four to five feet on the richest of 
soils; the pods are fairly small, 
uniform in size and light green in 
color. 

There is a variety of okra intro 
duced in 1939 known as White 
Lightning which will probably be- 
variety because 
of its several advantages. It is the 
earliest, the pods are spineless: 
very thickly set on medium tall 
plants and an everbearing variety. 
Be sure to try one row of this new 
White Lightning okra.

Atlanta’s $1,000,000 municipal 
auditorium is getting a face-lifting 
job as the latest improvement of 
the 37-year-old structure. 

The 200-foot, six-story high orig- 
inal red brick walls are being 
pointed up on the Gilmer street 
southwestern side of the structure 
under a contract with the Skyline 
Construction Company, and Alder- 
man Raleigh Drennon, chairman 
of council’s auditorium committee, 
is preparing to ask council to ex- 
tend the contract so that the north- 
west wall, also a portion of the 
original structure, can be given a 
similar renovation. 

Where old brick need replace- 
ment, they are being torn out and 
new ones inserted. A_ series 
scnffolds line the side of the struc- 
ture on which workmen cavort 
with apparent abandon s1x stories 
above the ground.

U. S. SUGAR Most of the research done in this country is by 

corporations busy with their own problems. Dr. 
Ashe thinks all colleges ought to have enough funds to do research 
for their own states and communities. 

“The great trouble with the south’s educational aspect is.” he 
says, “that most colleges have never had enough money and vision 
since the Civil War and do not do any research.” 

By research he means research and applied research. 
there is such a thin line between the two as to be almost invisible. 

The Clewiston, Fla... community mentioned here before is one 
of his good illustrations. There is established the United States 
Sugar Corporation. ‘t has been there just 18 and it early 
adopted the policy of giving its permanent research staff ail the 
funds that staff requested. 

In the beginning that companv had two problems 
needed a cane which was more productive than the 
cane. And it needed one which would withstand high winds 

The research staff got that cane out ina few vears 

Today, the amazing fact is that despite high labor costs, the 
Clewiston company could put Cuba and Puerto Rico out of busi- 
ness if it were allowed 

Research had done the job. Cuba caught on. In Cuha todav the 
sugar companies lon ago abandoned the old “prize” idea, of offer- 
ing $100,000 to the men who could develop non-edible uses for 
sugar. They have their own staff. Clewiston has been at work on 
other uses for sugar for the simple reason that it is possible to pro- 
duce a great deal more sugar than the world can eat. 


BY-PRODUCTS Over in Laurel, Miss., it was discovered that 

sweet potatoes were a fine source of starch. 
The Clewiston people started in on that idea. They have developed 
a cattle feed and a dozen valuable by-products. 

Dr. Ashe thinks, as do the cotton people, that we had best be 
busy on more and more research in cotton. 

He thinks, too, that research would look into what being 
grown in other climates hke our own and investigate the possi- 
bilities of planting them in our own soil. Some crops cost too much 
to harvest in competition with cheaper labor, but, pointing to plas- 
tics and saying we have not scratched the surface, he says we 
should research into the use of our soils for producing raw materials. 

The University of Florida has as neat a rubber plantation as 
you'd care to see. Its a young plantation but it is not improbable 
that if will be used to reforest Brazil. 

Brazil's rubber trees were hit long ago by a disease. Today it 
requires about 30 years for a Brazilian rubber tree to produce much 
rubber. 

The rubber trees here are disease resistant. or so- they appear. 
The research still is going on. We can't compete in rubber becatise 
of the in labor, but Dr. Ashe has worked along the 
good neighbor idea and Brazil is interested in this test.

N May 20, the Office of Civilian De- 
Q fense will observe its third anniver- 
sary. During those three years, some 
eleven millon Americans —- men and 
women, young and old have given their 
time. Do you, who have served so gener- 
ously, feel deflated since the passing of the 
offensive threat against our shores? Do you 
feel a little silly about all that early ex- 
citement and tin-hat fever? Do you sus- 
pect that you have been wasting time? 

You have not wasted a minute. I have 
a friend who spent the last war guarding 
the Panama Canal. It seerned to him that 
his time was wasted. But was it? Would he 
have left the Panama Canal unguarded? 
Truc, the enemy did not appear, just as 
enemy bombs have not rained down on 
Amencan cities this tine. But in war you 
roaust be ready for everything. 


Do you remember the line from one of 
Milton's sonnets: ““They also serve who 
only stand and wait’? Even if you who 
have been the guardians of our civilian 
defense had done no more than that, you 
would have served your country well. 
But you comrades-without-arms have 
done more much more. 

Enemy bombs are not the only things 
that can disrupt the war effort Last year, 
a tornado hit the vital war-industry city 
of Akron, Ohio. It wrecked buildings. It 
might have put the war plants out of pro- 
duction for weeks or months. But de- 
cause Civilian Defense workers were ready, 
small fires which might have become big 
ones were promptly put out. Rescue 
squads moved more than two hundred and 
fifty persons from ruined buildings with- 
out loss of life, and then the entire Defense

Corps patched roofs and covered openings 
to prevent further damage by rain. 

That 1s just a sample. In every part of 
the United States, Civilian Defense work- 
ers have been preventing disruption of the 
war cffort and saving lives. When floods 
cut off the water supply of Fort Smith, 
Arkansas, it was Civilian Defense workers 
who restored safety from plague. When the 
Twentieth Century Limited was wrecked 
in upstate New York, Civilan Defense 
workers were on the spot to take hold. In 
the great fire in Houston, in the brush fire 
that threatened San Francisco, in count 
less other catastrophes, Civilian Defense 
has proved its worth many times over. It 
stands today, ready to minimize the effect 
of any future blows which may fall upon 
us, military or otherwise. 

In Jess spectacular ways, too, it has 
done — andis doing -- a tremendous war- 
time sob. The other day, I went into the 
CDVO information bureau in New York. 
As I stood at the counter, asking the kindly 
woman in the gray untform to tell me of 
the bureau's activities, a young man and 
a girl hurried up. He was clearly her 
brother. He kept whispering to her, ught- 
ly, but with a keen eye, trying to calm 
her, to reassure. For she was pale and 
trembling. with no sign of gaiety or easi- 
ness. She was a glimpse of beauty with her 
rounded features and her lips meant for 
laughter. She stood impatiently. 


“eu wait,” I said quickly. ““No hurry.” 
‘Thank you.”” She turned quickly back 

to the woman in gray. “I want to be a 

nurse's aide. Can I do it right away?” 

The woman im gray nodded, mentioned 
an address, started writing it. 

“T hope IT can start at once,’’ said the 
girl, and she seemed to feel with her hands 
for the counter, for support. “You see -" 

“Steady,’’ whispered her brother, with 
a hand on her arm. ‘‘We just got word,” 
he explained softly to the woman behind 
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the counter. “Her fiance was badly wound- 
ed overseas. So -- she wants to help.”’ 

I listened to other questioners. They 
asked about various Civilian Defense ac- 
tivities: how to help in blood banks, how 
to be stretcher-bearers, how to care for 
children whose mothers must work in war 
jobs. A girl asked how to be an emer- 
gency telephone operator, a man how to be 
an auxiliary fireman or policeman. A 
dozen people of all ages asked where to 
send salvaged wastepaper, destined for 
shell containers and wing tips. 


Not only were the questions answered, 
but the questioners were sent to units 
where they could go to work. That little 
bureau of information might better be 
called a recruiting station — one of thou- 
sands from one corner of the U.S. to the 
other, raising a great civilian army, that 
fights day and night to make our country 
strong, at home as well as abroad. 

That 1s important work. And you CD 
workers, the whole eleven million of you, 
have got one thing out of your volunteer 
task that nobody can take away from you. 
You have worked quietly and effectively 
for three years, on a job that ts wholly un- 
selfish. Without thought of reward or 
fame, you have just chipped yourselves 
in, for all you are worth. 

] think there is a sort of light that shines 
out of this, a steady light of “love thy 
nemhbor as thyself,” set aglow by war 
and touching with its farthest rays the 
day when peace shall come. It has helped 
us all, that light from the CD effort. It has 
made better men and women of you CD 
workers yourselves, mcher im character, 
happier in knowing you have done some- 
thing for somebody else, just for the sake 
of doing it. That 1s what patriotism is. 

You are real patriots, you Civilian 
Defense workers. All America thanks you 
— for what you have done, for what you 
are doing, and for what you are, .

Many industries have already switched to metric — and found it saves time, money and headaches 


Gills, pecks, leagues, miles, 
rods, tons: Do U.S. weights 
and measures drive you nuts? 
Here’s what can be done... 


A‘ your neighbor to define a troy ounce, 
a gill, a furlong or a drachma. His 
failure to answer correctly is no reflection on 
him. It is a reflection on the absurdity of our 
system of weights and measures. 

It is a perfectly safe bet that no one in the 
United States can accurately define all the 
units in the system: the grains, scruples, 
pennyweights, the three kinds of tons, the 56 
kinds of bushels. The Bureau of Standards 
uses over A) fine-type pages to do the job. 

The ancient Chinese had an “uphill’’ mile 
and a “‘downhill’’ mile. They logically con- 
tended that it was harder to walk up a hill 
than down; and that the uphill mile should 
be shorter. Smile if you will. But look at our 
system. Ask the old question: which 1s heav- 
ier, a pound of gold or a pound of feathers?

Silly, you may say. But wait a moment. 
Feathers are weighed by avoirdupois, gold by 
troy. The avoirdupois pound is 7,000 grains, 
the troy, 5,760 grains. Therefore, unless you 
define terms carefully, a pound of feathers 
weighs more than a pound of gold. 

There 1s one way out of this horse-and- 
buggy system of weights and measures: join 
the world parade and adopt the metric sys- 
tem. It is the only scientific system. It has 
been adopted by every country in the world 


except Great Britain and ourselves. Every . 


country south of the Rio Grande uses it. So 
does all of Europe and the Orient — including 
“backward” Chyna. After once trying out 
metric, no country has ever gone back to its 
old system. Metric is the decimal system 
we use in our moncy, applied to weights 
and measures. Everything is in unites of 
10; hence there is no need for fractions. 

This 1s, perhaps, the critical tame in our 
national history to make such a switch. There 
will be big jobs to be done in the postwar 
world. The change to metric is one of the 
smaller jobs which should get top priority. 
Millions of soldiers will be returning from 


overseas where they have become accustomed 
to kilometers, meters, liters. Thousands of 
factories will have to be retooled for peace — 
they may as well be retooled in metric. 


We're Born on Metric 


Oe THEIR own volition, a great many indus- 
tries have already switched over. Almost the 
entire chemical industry is based on metric 
measurements. Because of the great saving of 
time, and of wear and tear on brains, many 
machinery companies and manufacturers use 
metric exclusively. We buy vitamins by 
metric weight, tune our radios to meter waves 
and follow sports events where metric meas- 
urements are used. For the sake of simplicity, 
safety and convenience, physicians write pre- 
scriptions in metric. We even enter the world 
on the metric system -- nearly all hospitals 
weigh newborn infants in terms of grams. 

Our decimal monetary system 1s the essence 
of simplicity. 

We recognize the contrasting awkwardness 
of the British monetary system -— yet we 
cling to a system of weights and measures 
which 1s even more archaic. To appreciate the 


beautiful simplicity of metric measurements, 
consult your child’s arithmetic book. 

Look at this sample problem: find the num- 
ber of cubic yards in a room which measures 
7 yards 14 inches, by 12 yards 23 inches, by 
4 yards 5 inches. 

Contrast this with the same problem in a 
French, Chilean or Russian textbook. Find 
the number of cubic meters in a room which 
measures 11.42 meters by 5.25 meters by 3.9 
meters. A clock would be needed to measure 
the amount of time consumed with the first 
problem ; a stop watch with the second. 

Take another problem. Convert 11 pints, 2 
gills into gallons. That takes time. But to 
convert 6,479 cubic centimeters into liters one 
needs only to place a decimal point -- 6.479 
liters. This speed and accuracy endear metric 
to all scientific men and engineers. Without 
exception, they are for the change-over — and 
the sooner the better. 

Educators estimate that the metric system, 
by eliminating fractions, would save at least 
a year of time spent by children learning 
arithmetic. For industry, the savings in dol- 
lars would be even more dramatic. One fac- 
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tory which switched to metre estimated in

Adoption of metric would put everything 
on one standard, and climinate confusion that 
exists ainoimany places the Army, for exam- 
ple. The Army uses four measures of gun size: 
inches for coast artillery, millimeters for field 
guns, calibers for rifles and machine guns; 
yauyes for shotguns 

To a large extent, we cling to our present 
system purely because of inertia. Examine 
some of its absurdities. The foot, for example, 
was originally anyone's foot — without regard 
to shoe size Edward II decreed that three 
barlevcorns made an inch: and Henry I speci- 
fied the yard as the distance from the tip 
of the royal nose to the tip of the royal right 
thumb. The rod was the sum of 16 left feet 
placed heel to toe, the left feet being supplied 
by the first 16 men who emerged from church 
on Sunday. Thus, our hopeless patchwork of 


measurements sprany up 
Would End Confusion 

THe metric system was devised to end all 
this confusion — by arriving at a minimum 
number of units, and placing all these units 
on the decimal system. During the French 
Revolution the National Assembly appointed 
a commission of scientists to do the job. The 
French scientists arbitrarily decided that the 
basic unit of measurement should be the 
meter, which was one ten millionth of the 
distance from the Equator to the North Pole. 
The meter turned out to be the rough equiva- 
lent of our yard — 39.37 inches. Like our 
dollar, the meter was divided into 100 equal 
It was multiphed by

parts centimeters 
}.000 to make the kilometer 
three-fifths of our mile. Thus, instead of say- 
ing|that it 1s so many mules, so many feet and 
so manv inches from one point to another, the 
metric system expresses the distance in deci- 
mals 4.56 kilometers. The metric measure 
of land area is the hectare 10,000 square 
meters. roughly two and a half acres. 

The weight of one cubic centimeter of 
pure water became the basic measure of 
one gram. One thousand grams 
kilogram 22 pounds. One 


weight 
composed a 
thousand cubic centimeters became the liter 

slightly more than our quart. Thus, metric 
has but three basic units: liter, gram, meter. 
Everything else is either a subdivision or a 
multiple of these units. They are convertible, 
one to the other. Thus 1,000 cubic centimeters 
make a liter, a liter of pure water weighs a 
kilogram. 

One prominent educator declares that he 
can teach metric to any reasonably intelli- 
gent person in less than an hour. 


Engineers Are Convinced 


Moke and more our engineers are going to 
foreign countnes to build railroads, power 
plants, bridges. Often, when they accept these 
jobs, they fear they will have difficulty in deal- 
ing with new units of measurement. To a 
man, they report no difhculty whatsoever. 
Their calculations are simplified immeasura- 
bly, and they come home ardent metric fans. 

Adoption of the metric system would give 
this country a tremendous advantage in world 
trade. Our salesmen would go into foreign 
countries speaking a familiar language of 
weights and measures. 

Japan and Germany, both on metric, had a 
trade advantaye in South America in prewar 
days and walked away with a large share of 
the market. If we discard our clumsy system 
and get in step with the rest of the world this 
advantage wil be ours.

three basic units in the metric system, 
the average person should be able to ad- 
just himeachfin afew daya’ time. We would 
have to learn to think of auto speeds in terms 
of kilometers per hour, instead of 60 miles per 
hour. But the general similarity of other 
units would ease the task. The liter ts close to 
our quart. Half a kilogram is near to our pound. 

Why, then, haven’t we changed — long ago? 
Congress legalized the metric system in 1866. 
But this act only made its use permissible. 
We long ago decided that metric should be 
used in Hawan, the Philippines and Puerto 
Rico — but have resisted efforts to avail our- 
selves of its advantages at home. Several 
times Congress has considered bills which 
would make use of metric compulsory. The 
last tame was 1926. 

A small but vocal minority opposed the 
bill. It gave voice to a widespread misconcep- 
tion — that all machinery would have to be 
scrapped. This, of course, isn’t true. Only the 
names of things are changed. 

Road signs, railway mule posts, scales, 
rulers, calipers would have to be changed. 
The bill of 1926 proposed that a 10-year 
period be allowed for such changes. Other 
countnes have done this without sufferiny 
hardship. In this time large amounts of old 
equipment would have to be scrapped — and 
could be replaced with the new metric. 


Now’s the Time 


Tue urge to change is becoming more and 
more widespread. As we have noted, a number 
of manufacturing plants have already gone 
over to metric. Henry Ford and other indus- 
trialists are ardent advocates. Nearly all 
scientific and engineering societies are heartily 
in favor of it and so are physicians. Pharma- 
ceutical houses, jewelers, Optical-goods manu- 
facturers have changed already 

A survey of educators, manufacturers, eng- 
neers and physicians several years ago showed 
8O per cent for the change to metric. Manu- 
facturers where most opposition 1s supposed 
to lie — favored it two to one! 

Even the most voluble critics agree that 
we will eventually switch to metric. It isn't 
likely that history will ever present us with 
a chance as favorable as the present. The End

Is this John Smith’s postwar air 
 flivver? We don’t know. But look... 


EMEMBER the old song: ‘“‘Come, Josephine, in my flying 
machine .. ."’? 

That dates back to the days when the airplane was a new- 
fangled contraption to talk and kid about. 

Now we are talking and kidding about helicopters. But 
will we actually be fiying them, after the war, as casually 
as we drive our automobiles? 

Probably you have heard 
authorities that it will be years before the helicopter ts 
simplified enough for an ordinary person to handle. 

Here’s a dissenting opinion from Frank N. Piasecki. Says 
he: “Any intelligent person who can-learn to drive a car will 
be able to fly a postwar helicopter after a few easy lessons.” 
The accompanying pictures show Exhibit A for his 


as I have from. well-posted 


case: the helicopter in which he himself learned to fly 
in a few easy lessons. And he had to give himaelf the 
lessons. In fact. he had to build the helicopter. 

Mr. Piasecki, who had worked for autogiro companies, 
from mechanic to designer and expert in aerodynamics, 
didn’t believe those statements that a simply-controlled hel1- 
copter could not be built for years. Neither did some of his 
engineering cromes, So they formed a company with Mr. 
Piasecki as president and Elhot Daland, veteran aircraft 
expert, as chief engineer” They took quarters in a garage 
outside of Philadelphia and went to work 

In about a year they had a machine built. Mr. Piasecki,

whose previous flying experience consisted of 14 hours as a 
learner in a conventional airplane, got in and started to give 
himself lessons. Within a few hours, he was flying around as 
contidently as you please 

A few more hours 1n the air, and Mr. Piasecki had his 
license —- the first helicopter pilot’s license ever awarded to 
a person with no other flying permit. He backed the helicopter 
out of the garage, took off from a private driveway, flew down 
the street a few blocks to a filling station where he fueled up 
had his windshield wiped = and then flew out to the golf 
club for a round with some fnends. 


No Trick to It 


Au you have to do 1s set the pitch control lever and then 
open the throttle. Up she goes. Then, to go forward, you push 
the stick ahead, and regulate the speed with the throttle. 
To go backward or sidewise, you just push the stick the way 
you want to go 

Mr. Piasecki figures that a prospective helicopter operator 
can learn to fly in from 12.to 15 hours; and most of that time 
would be devoted to studying air currents, so you wouldn't 
crack up against an obstacle in going up or coming down 

This machine, of course, 1s stl only an experimental model; 
and Mr. Piasecki has let only experienced airplane pilots take 
lessons in it so far.

HFY tell a tale, out on the South 

Sea isles, of two Marines and 
two Seabees who were idling along i 
jungle trail, back of the front. 

“*Look,”” one Marine exclaimed, 
“there's a Jap sniper in that tree!’ 

“Quick,”” the other Marine said, 
“let's get our rifles.”’ 

‘Rifles, nuts'’ one of the Sea- 
bees retorted. “Let's get an axe and 
cut the damned tree down.” 

And there you have the technique 
of the Navy's Construction Battal- 
ions — CB's whose amphibious 
duties and bee-like industry give 
them the nickname of Seabees. They 
are masters of the machines 
with which we fight this mech- 
anized jungle war. 

Some Seabees are in fact Marines, 
officially. Several battalions have 
been assigned to the First Marine 
Amphibious Corps, the outfit that 
marched up the Solomons in the face 
of the bewildered Japanese. These 
Seabees are entitled to wear the 
Marines’ forest-green uniforms and 
Marine insignia; first thing they do, 
on transfer to Marine status, 1s send 
therr Navy biues home. 


Digging Tojo’s Grave 


THe average Seabee is old enough 
to be the average Marine's father. 
He is likely to be a skilled craftsman 
- tractor operator, plumber, car- 
penter or draughtsman. The Sea- 
bees’ motto fs “Can Do." They will 
repair your watch, cut your hanr, 
mend your shoes, build a hospital or 
a bridge, or carve a road out of the 
jungle. They have moved so much 
dirt in the South Pacific that they 
hke to say they are digging the 
world’s biggest grave -- for Tojo. 
Once, during the Solomons cam- 
paign, a Seabee pushing a bulldozer 
on an airport job was irked by Japa- 
nese machine-gun fire somewhere to 
starboard. The Marines couldn't 
knock out the Jap pillbox, and the 
Seabee naturally couldn't stop work 
just because the enemy was firing at 
him. So he raised the scoop of his 
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bulldozer as a shield, charged on the 
pillbox and buried it neatly under 
several feet of dirt. 

Seabees can shoot, too, but they 
like to keep their weapons as a last 
resort. Firing a rifle takes time from 
work. When they have to shoot, 
their marksmanship shows the result

Tue Seabee outfits attached to the 
First Marine Amphibious Corps for 
the daring Bougainville assault made 
Seabee history. They lost no time 
getting started on leading 
from the landing place into the 
jungles.

the Marines had to keep moving 
forward to stay out of the way of 
the Seabees’ road-building machin- 
ery. In two days the Construction 
Battahons did more to remake the 
face of that island than the Japs had 
done in two years. 

The same battalion quit work on 
an airstrip one day long enough to 
let a disabled plane make an emer- 
gency landing. A Seabee lheutenant

“He's a httle ahead of schedule,” 
the leutenant observed. ‘*Good 
thing we had the strip that far along.

It was no accident that the field 
was “that far along.”’ ‘They had 
atarted unloading men and gear 
on Rougainville with the firat 
wave of Marines. While the Ma- 
rines fought it out with the Japs, 
the Seabee surveyors plodded along 
with them, laying out the airstrip. 

Behind the surveyors came light 
gear — bulldozers, axes, dynamite 
for blowing out stumps. While 
shells and .machine guns whizzed 
lead, the Seabees carved out the new 
strip from the reluctant jungle. 


Both in the Navy 


‘Tiere is more to the kinship be 
tween Marine and Seabee than the 
mere fact that they have fought side 
by side in every island campaign to 
date. For one thing, Seabees are in 
the Navy but they are not sailors, 
and that goes for the Marines, too. 
For another, they have found that 
they can turn to each other for aid 
whenever they need it. 

When a battalion of Marine 
Raiders was about to set out 
from Guadalcanal to sneak in 
on the Japs at New Georgia, a 
battalion of Seabees, in bivouac 
near by, voluntarily collected 
their hunting knives as gifts for 
the departing outfit. It wan a 
touching geature. 

And when Seabees get one of 
those tropic thirsts for a bit of 
American beer, they drop by at the 
nearest Marine camp. If there's beer 
on hand, welcome to it, mate! 

The first wounded Leathernecks 
evacuated to the great hospital for 
Marines south of Bougainville found 
an informal reception committee of 
Seabees on hand to greet them. And 
from then on the hospital wards 
were filled with Seabees — bearing 
gifts of candy, cigarettes, stray cans 
of fruit juices, even their own cloth- 
ing Most of all, they brought willing 
ears to hear the stones of the wound- 
ed and it does a man good, when 
he is healing from shrapnel or bullet 
wounds, to have an audience for his

Wartime frugality 
does not mean bad 


manners! Listen... 


HE circumstance which makes 
fp necessary for me to write 
this article is a recent flood of bad 
advice to the effect that back-to- 
the-jungle table manners are food 
saving and therefore permuissi- 
ble. Worst of all, this advice has 
been presented im print and on the 
air as coming from me. Bone- 
gnawing is an example. Approval 
of this 1s the exact reverse of what 
I wrote in ths column many 
months ago. 

On the other hand, other details 
of table manners which have been 
considered correct for generations 
are now presented as brand new 
wartime innovations of mine 
Among these are tie tipping of a 
soup plate and the eating of the 
last morsel on your plate. 

First let me dispose of the 
hone-gnawing offense. Biting 
the meat off bones is food- 
wasting, in my opinion ret 
food saving. Let the carver cut 
the meat close to the bone, serve 
only the meat, and leave the bones 
on the platter. Then the bones can 
be | roken up later to release the 
marrow, and can be put in the 
soup pot. Thus n>» food 1s wasted 
and even in wartime we preserve 
our standards of table manners 


It’s ‘‘How’’ That Counts 


Now to consider some of the 
so-called wartime “innovations” 
which are not there at all. There 
is the matter of sopping bread in 
gravy, for instance. Hlow you do 
this 18 the important thing for 
it as permussible if done correctly. 
To take the bread in your fingers 
and submerge your fingers in the 
gravy is now and always has been 
bad manners. But to break off a 
piece of bread, put it in the gravy, 
and then eat it with your knife and 
fork 1s quite all mght. Then there 
is bacon. Eating it in the fingers 
is Not correct in the strict sense 

and if the bacon 1s greasy, it 1s 
entirely wrong. But eating bacon 
with the fingers, when it 1s so crisp 
it explodes into fragments at the 
touch of a fork, is a lapse of per- 


af clevene qcortas tls 


fect behavior smiled on by many — 
though not for food-saving motives. 

Another ‘‘food-saving’’ prac- 
tice, which is now recommended 
as new but which has been ap- 
proved for generations, is the tip- 
ping of a soup plate. A “young 
ladies’ seminary’’ of our grand- 
mothers’ day gave no more exact- 
ing directions for “‘genteel’’ table 
manners than the directions about 
tipping a plate of “‘clear’’ soup. 
(Thick soup 1s never tipped.) Soup 
plates then were very large and 
the bottoms very that. When a 
thin soup reached a shallow level 
no more than a quarter of a spoon- 
ful could possibly be lifted unless 
the plate was tipped. So we tipped 
it then and now. 


Test of Manners 


How you tip it is the test of 
manners. It should be held with 
your left hand and tipped away 
from you, slightly toward the 
right. You also dip the spoon away 
from you; and then sip from the 
side, not the tip, of the spoon. 
Also suggested as new in war- 
time is advice to eat everything on 
your plate and leave no food for 
“‘manners.”” What is new at 
least to me is the 1dea that you 
should ever deliberately leave a 
portion of food on a plate. Good 
manners never required this. 
Those who advance the clear- 
your-plate advice as new are, | 
think, strangely confusing the 
words plate and platier. To have an 
extra portion on the platier was 
good manners in peacetime he - 
cause a guest might lke a second 
portion. Formerly it would have 
been thought ungenerous to pro- 
vide exactly six chops, or other 
fixed portions, for six persons 
Now, 81x portions for six persons 
arc ample. And in this we are 
really practicing food-saving 
Also new to wartime ia the 
important food - saving cti- 
quette of serving small por- 
tions and passing every dish a 
accond time. Instead of cutting a 
broiled chicken in four pieces, for 
cxample, you now have it cut in 
eight pieces and the platter 1s 
passed again. This saves the person 
of small appetite from having to 
take more than he wants, but lets 
everyone else have a full portion.
